development and gotten the laws passed that might have 
averted the problem that now taces us’.’ 
.John.son himself notes that 21 years ago the Hoover 
Commission recommended the elimination of two-thirds 
of the agencies reporting to the president, and since then 
there has bc(‘n a vast proliferation of agencies and 
commissions and task forces. 
.Nevertheless, as he .says. 
‘The prime business of 
government is to look ahead, recognize trends and 
piactices tiuit hold the s(‘eds ot social problems, then 
chait the coursL's that best serve the ambitions and 
interests of the greater number of citizens." 
This becomes daily more true as our lives become 
mote ciowded and complicated and as government s 
influence and inqiortance steadily expands. A priorities 
board might not be able to .solve any problems but it 
could do much to help us recognize them before they 
reached crisis proportions, 
.Johnson supports a bill introduced by Hep. Em ilio 
iJaddai io, lJ-(,onn.. to (‘stablish an "early warning" 
system to identity tlu' probable consequences good or 
bad. of technological developments and to provide the 
machinery for (‘stablishing priorities. 
That was back in 19H7. and the bill is still in committee.

The shift of the industry to small 
communities would at the same 
time encourage professionals and 
skilled workers to move, etc., and 
t'tC. 
Heineck(* is al.so vastly interested 
in the control of coastline pollution 
and

should have the final word on the 
implementation of coastal re.source 
management. In other words, if we
